JIDIE  UNIFORM  PRICE  $3.U7 

A uniform  price  of  $3.U7  per  cxrt.  was  computed  for  3.5^  milk  delivered  by 
producers  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort  Wayne  liilk  Order.  For  milk  of  a higher 
or  lower  test  this  price  will  be  adjusted  by  a butterfat  differential  of  6,8  cents 
for  each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  that  indi^/idual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the 
3.5^  standard.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  the  applicable  marketing  service 
deduction,  authorized  hauling  charges  and  transportation  tax.  The  corrputation  of 
this  blend  price  is  shown  on  page  k and  the  class  prices  on  page  3, 


The  $3.U7  price  for  June  1957  is  9 cents  below  the  June  price  of  a year 
ago.  It  is  the  sarae  as  May  1957  price. 


PRODUCTION  AND  UTILIZATION 

Dairy  farmers  shipped  10.9  million  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
market  during  June  1957.  This  is  0,8  million  pounds  or  7%  less  milk  than  a year 
ago.  It. 8 million  pounds;  hh%  of  the  total  milk  production,  was  utilized  as  Class 
I milk  (fluid  milk  and  cream  products)  by  the  Fort  Wayne  handlers. 

Average  production  per  farm  per  day  was  383  pounds  for  June  1957  as  com- 
pared with  381  pounds  a year  ago.  Producers  on  the  market  for  June  1957  numbered 
953,  x^rhich  is  78  less  than  a year  ago.
